The decision to hold an open meeting came about 
following a meeting between the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners and three representatives af 
the Department of Natursi Resources, Fisheries 
Division, at their March meeting and was recom- 
mended by the board. 

Meeting with the board were: David Borgeson, 
Chieti iniand Fisherres Division, Lansing; John 
MacGregor, Regional Fisheries Supervisor of Ros- 
common; and Gary Schnicke, District Fish Biologist, 
from Mio, who explained their reasons for the 
recommendation for the removal of the dam, which has 
tume about after an extensive biological research 
Survey made on the AuSable River Watershed. 

The dam, located in the City of Grayling at the 
bridge of 1-75 Business Loop, is actually owned by the 
State Highway Department as it is on their right-away, 
and a ONR spokesman stated they do not object to the 
removal. 

The Avalanche, in an editorial in the February 6th 
issue, went on record opposing ihe removai uf tiie dam, 
as have the Grayling Sportsman’s Club, County Board 
of Commissioners, and the City Council by resolution.

Willard Bosserman, County Extension Director, Crawford-

at Michigan State University, March 20, 1975. Dr. Ronald J Spitler, 
Department of Natural Hesources, Fisheries Biologist, Pontiac, 
was elected president, replacing Mike Moore, Department of 


Natural Resources, Forester, Roscommon. George Bruso, 
Depariient of Natural Resources, Lansing was realactad secretary 


and Or. Ray White, Department of Resource Development, 
Michigan State University, was elected vice president. 


Dr. Howard Tanner, Department of Natura! Resources Director - 


spoke to the group at noon. He outlined some of his objectives as 
director of the department. He also discussed the future ef the 
Natural Resources management in Michigan. 

The M.A.C.E. members took a tour of the Michigan State 
University campus water quality management project in the 
afternoon, Dr. Thomas Bahr, director of the project explained its 
purpose. They take about five hundred galions of effluent per day 
from the East Lansing Waste Water Treatment Plant. It goes 
through a series of four lakes before being spray irrigated on crop 


land. 
Bahr explained they hoped to stock fish in the fourth lake. 


Algea wiii be produced iv ite 
grown in the two middle lakes. Bahr hapes th 
produced will be able to be used as animal feed. 

The maximum capacity of the system is two million gallons of 
effluent per day. This represents only a small portion of Easi 
Lansing's fourteen million gallons a day production. 

The Michigan Association of Conservation Ecologists boasts 
over 200 members from all over the State of Michigan. M.A.C.E. 
was founded in 1962 to advance the science and art of sound 
ecological management of our renewable resources in the public 
interest. it lists amony iis goais io promote ang maintain high 
professional standards in the management of these resources. Its 
purpose also is to promote, facilitate and implement the 
interchange of knowledge and ideas in this field. The membership 
consists of professionals in the broad area of natural resources 


management. 


Soil Conservation 
- Trees Now Availabie

People buying trees this spring from the Crawford-Roscom- 
mon Soil Conservation District will probably plant a few of them in 
their front or back yard. There is an opportunity for these trees to be 
seen, cared for, and appreciated a bit more than their cousins that 
wiii De pianted in iarger Tumbers in the rurat countryside. 

“We know that all planted trees should be appreciated and 
cared for,” says Houghton King, Jr., Chairman of the Crawford- 
Rascommon Soil Conservation District, “And though it seems that 
the trees closest to the people will get the best care, they may also 
get the most abuse." 

“Yard trees are part of the ‘community forest’ that surrounds 
people who tive or work in a city or village...and that's most of us. 
Street trees, park trees, cemetery trees, and other trees are all part 
of our community forest" says Mr. King. 

Trees planted anywhere do not always nave an easy time 
surviving, but trees planted in town can really have it rough. Some 
obvious hazards to trees in town are dogs, bicycles, cars, lawn 
mowers. people, and construction. Less obvious hazards include 
automobile exhaust, reflected heat, dry or mineral deficient soilis, 
improper planting, girdling roots, environmental stress, and 
planing ihe tie in the wrong place. 

“Though some trees are planted and forgotten, a tree planted 
in town cannot be forgoiten if you want it to thrive,” says King. 

Good tree planting information is available from the Crawford- 
Roscommon Soil Conservation District, the Roscommon County 
Extension Cffice, and your nearest ONR Area Forester. 

“Be sure,” says King, “to have the right information before 
planting your trees, and be especially careful when planting and 
cating for your trees in the ‘community forest’ where they may 
really count the most.”

Michigan Studs 
Forever Banned 


LANSING — Tires equipped 
with metal studs made of 
tungsten carbide became illegal 
throughout Michigan on April 1, 
the Department of State High- 
ways and Transportation re- 
minds motorists. 

The deadline affects only 
about one of every 20 car 
owners. A newly completed 
Department survey indicates 
that 5.2 per cent of cars 
traveling Michigan highways 
this winter are equipped with 
studded tires. 

The number has been declin- 
ing every winter since a similar 
survey in the 19/0-/1 winter 
showed that about 15 per cent 
of Michigan cars had studded 
tires. 

A law enacted in 1973 out- 
lawed the super-hard tungsten 
carbide studs after March 31, 
1975. 

Tires equipped with tungsten 
carbide studs can be used 
beyond this winter if the studs 


. are removed.

His name was Mr. Don Higley. 

Mr. Higley lived in Africa tor 
seven years. While in Atrica he 


spent most of his time in 
Tanzania. 
Mr. Higley’s visit was very 


interesting. He told us about 
many things. For instance, he 
told us that in some tribes the 
children entered adulthood by 
going out in the jungle for about 
two months and getting the wits 
scared out af them hy the adults 
who were their teachers. When 
they came back they had new 
names and were considered 
adults. They were also expected 
to act like adults. This usually 
happens at about age 12 or 14. 

Most people get a fot of 
wrong impressions about Africa 
trom books and movies. Some 
ot Africa is very up-to-date with 
modern and bustling cities. One 
of the biggest problems is that 
most native Africans are dirt 
poor, Another wrong impres- 
sion is about the Masai people. 
Most people think they drink 
blood every day but it is actuaily 
only for celebrations that they 
drink it. Usually they only drink 
milk.

Higley and thank him for his

Mr. Den Higley came to our 
room and told us about Africa 
an Monday. March 3, 1975. he 
had lived there for 7 years. He 
has been all over Africa but lived 
in Tanzania. He can speak the 
Swahili language. 

When he was in Africa on a 
safari he was sprayed in the 
eyes by a cobra but he was not 
blinded. He has visited pygmies 
and lots of other tribes. He has 
seen the okapi, a giraffe-like 
animal that is very rare. 

He said we should not believe 
everything we read and see in 
movies about Africa. For ex- 
ample, our class saw a movie on 
the Masai tribe. In it they drank 
blood mixed with milk. The 
movie said the tribe drank the 
blood every day but Mr. Higley 
ioid us they only drink hlood on 
special occasions. 

All the people he worked with 
or visited were very friendly and 
reliable. Most parents in Africa 
cannot let their children run 
around and play for fear they 
will get hurt by vicious animals.

He said the Pygmies were small 
but very friendly like most other 
Africans. 

Mr. Higley spoke tne Swann 
language for us, too. We were 
all very interested in it. He wrote 
numbers from one to ten, 
African sayings, and other 
things for some of us. 

Miss MacConatd’s room has 
been Siuvying Aiica fur the 
past few weeks and Mr. Higley 
really topped it off for us. We 
appreciate him coming and 
telling us some facts that the 
social study book didn't con- 
tain.

New Hope for Endangered Warbler 


Chances for survival of the Kirtland’s warbler in north central 
Michigan were recently enhanced by the establishment of a team of 
experts who will give priority to reversing the current downward 
trend in the bird's population. 

The Kirtland’s warbler is one of ten endangered species that 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has selected for priority 
treatment. “Recovery teams" are also being formed for the 
American alligator, red wolf, eastern timber wolf, Indiana bat, 
Delmarva fox squirrel, dusky seaside sparrow, Mississipp! sandhill 
crane. Everglade kite and blue pike. 

The ten teams are the first of an estimated 50 such groups that 
will be formed by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to work with 
endangered species on or after July 1, 1975. There are now 109 
animals listed as endangered in the United States. 

Heading up the Kitiand’s wartigi recovery team iS Jona 
Byelich of the Michigan Department of Natural Resources. Other 
tearm members are Nels |. Johnson of the same department, Robert 
€. Radtke and George W. Irvine of the U.S. Forest Service, William 
F. Shake and Wesley R. Jones of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
and Harold F. Mayfield, a recognized world authority on the 
species. 

The team’s primary objective is to guide actions to restore the 
Kirtland’s warbler to a healthy balance in the wild after Yrawing up a 
detailed recovery plan which will schedule specific actions needed. 

The Kirtland’s warbler (Dendroica kirtlandii) is a small perching 
bird of the order Passeriformes. The only known nesting colonies in 
the world in recent years are in the adjoining counties of Crawford, 
Oscoda, and Ogemaw in the lower peninsula of Michigan. The 
species migrates to the Bahama Islands for the winter. 

The warbler is very demanding in its nesting requirements. It 
builds its nest on the ground under branches of young jack pines. 
Logging and subsequent wildfires during tho early 1900's in 
Michigan helped to create good conditions for the species, but 
recent fire prevention programs have reduced nesting habitat. In 
order to improve the situation, the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources and the U.S. Forest Service have set aside about 10,800 
acres that are managed to provide optimum habitat for the 
Kirtland’s warbler. 

Despite intensive protection efforts, the number of Kirtland's 
warblers declined from about 1,000 in 1961 to only 400 in 1972. 
Since satisfactory breeding habitat. conditions were being 
maintained, the problem was found to center on nest parasitism by 
cowbirds. The brown headed cowbird, originally a bird of the 
short-grass plains, has gradually moved into Michigan. The female 
cowbird characteristically lays its eqas in the nests of other 
species. When nests of Kirtland’s warblers are so utilized, the adult 
warblers generally raise the farger, more aggressive young 
cowbirds, rather than their own hatchlings. To counter this 
problem, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service is conducting a 
program to control cowbird parasitism in the nesting range of the 
Kirtland'’s warbier.

Michigan Elk Study 


Being Made 


LANSING ~ Plans ior the 
restoration of Michigan's elk 
herd, located in the Pigeon 
River Country State Forest area 
near Gaylord, are being made by 
representatives of tha Gepart 
ment of Natural Resources’ 
Wildlife Division in consultation 
with other divisions within the 
Department and the Pigeon 
River Country Advisary Council. 

Proposals to save the herd are 
expected to be presented to the 
Natural Resources Commission 
in about three months. 

As brought out at the March 
meeting of the NRG, Michigan's 
elk herd has declined to a point 
where, in an air and ground 
search, only 159 elk were 
counted.

Petoskey, the Wildlife Division 
chief, the most immediate 
threat to the herd is that of 
poaching. “A miminum loss of 
40 elk to poachers was con- 
firmed during 1974,” Petoskey 
said. "This is undoubtedly in 
excess of the annual crop of 
young animals and is a major 
factor decimating the herd. 

“Law enforcement has been 
intensified in the area with 
increased surveillance and man- 
power assignments,” he con- 
tinued. “As a result, there have 
been only two confirmed poach- 
ing kilis this year." 

_ Other problems in increasing 


ance and deteriorating habitat. 
The committee studying the elk 
situation may recommend clos- 
ure of secondary roads and 
trails in an effort to provide 
increased protection to the 
large, but shy, animal. 

“We must aiso pursue @ 
vigorous program of forest 
cutting, prescribed burning, and 
the development and main- 
tenance of openings on the 
public lands within the entire 
600 sauare miles of elk range, 
Hol jusi on the 145 square miles 
which make up the Pigeon River 
Country State Forest,” Petoskey 
concluded. 

In summing up the discus- 
sion, Dr. Howard A. Tanner, 
DNR Director, charged the siaff 
with drawing up a detailed plan 
tor Michigan's elk which would 
specify what is necessary to 
Maintain a viabie herd, what the 
costs of such a program would 
be, and what might have to be 
sacrificed to ensure the future 
of the elk in Michigan. 

“We must have the public 
fealize that it is primarily 
people-pressure which is the 
problem, Tanner said. "The 
reason | am asking for a plan 
from Wildlife Division staff is to 
enable people to understand the 
practical implications of what 
might be an emotional decision 
to save the elk herd. 

“These implications include 
reduced usage by citizens living 
outside the immediate Pigeon 
River Country State Forest arca 
and increased cooperation in 
land management through, per- 
haps, commercial forest cutting 
by private landowners within 
the elk range," Tanner said. 

“Like all matural resource 
Management and protection de- 
cisions, the solution to this 
problem is not as easy as it may 
seem. We must be willing to 
give up something on the one 
hand to gain something on the 
other.”
